tion. Episcopalians, both in England and in this country, 
are making advances to the Congregationalists and Metho- 
dists, offering to ordain their ministers. Some time ago the 
Holy Father was approached, largely as a matter of courtesy, 
and because the Anglicans were unwilling to lend their sup- 
port to any scheme of union which ignored the Holy See. 
The schismatic Greeks appear to be interested. Yet it does 
not seem that much has been accomplished, nor is it likely 
that the movement will have any permanent results.
